Sixfields 
plan gets 
green light 

Plans to redevelop Sixfields Stadium has been 
given the green light. 

The plans which include a new-look east 
stand was approved at a Northampton 
Borough Council planning committee on 
Tuesday night. 

Northampton Town FC will be able to go 
ahead with increasing the capacity of the 
ground from 7,653 to 10,000. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, leader of 
Northampton Borough Council said: “This is a 
really historic night for Northampton. People 
have been talking about the redevelopment of 
Sixfields for years. 

“We promised the people of Northampton 
we would make this happen, and I always 
keep my promises.” 

The approval will also see the introduction 
of a new conference suite with banqueting 
hall, gymnasium, office space and food 
kiosks. 

Additional planning applications for housing, 
local retail facilities and a hotel are expected 
to be submitted soon. 





Council NO 
to flat plan 

Plans to turn a residential care home into a 
block of 28 flats has been refused. 

The decision on Lakeview House in Churchill 
Avenue follows months of major opposition 
from residents who live in the area. 

The application was blocked at a 
Northampton Borough Council planning com¬ 
mittee meeting on Tuesday night. 

Michael Ellis, MP for Northampton North, 
said: “This is a tremendous success for the 
local community in Lakeview who have taken 
a considered approach to this application and 
who have worked hard to resist an application 
that would have been out of kilter with the 
local area and the wishes of the local com¬ 
munity. 

“I am delighted to have helped the residents 
get together a petition and to work with them 
towards their success this evening.” 


Du facing life 


in prison

Businessman Anxiang Du faces a 
mandatory life sentence today after 
being found guilty of murdering a 
family of four at their home in 
Wootton. 

He was convicted of murdering 
Jifeng Ding, Helen Chui and their two 
daughters, Xing, 18, and Alice, 12, on 
the day of the Royal Wedding. Du 
then went on the run and was arrest¬ 
ed in Morocco. 

Jeff, a 46 year old polymer science 
lecturer at Manchester Metropolitan 


University, was stabbed 23 times. His 
47-year-old wife, who was a transla¬ 
tor, was knifed 13 times. Nancy, who 
was found on a floor in a prayer posi¬ 
tion, received 11 stab wounds. Alice, 
who was on the bed, was stabbed 
four times. 

Prosecutor William Harbage QC 
said the motive for the killings was 
revenge. Du had lost a 7 year legal 
battle with the Dings over their 
herbal medicine shops. He owed 
£88,000 legal costs to their friend, 
businessman Paul Delaney. 

Mr Justice Flaux was due to carry 
out sentencing today. See page 11.

“I don’t call it my diet, I always say my 
healthy eating plan - because I have 
never felt so healthy I my life. 



“Since losing 5 stone, I feel like a com¬ 
pletely different woman, my confi¬ 
dence has come back and I look for¬ 
ward to doing the Body Fat Challenge 
each month. 

On November 14th Annette hit her 
target when she weighed in at 12stone 
7lbs, which means she had lost 5 stone 
since last fuly.

Hoax call leads 
to bomb scare

A bomb scare which saw 
hundreds of staff evacu¬ 
ated from offices was 
caused by a hoax call. 

Four companies from 
two office blocks in 
Waterside Way, 

Northampton, were 
cleared out. 

Police were looking for 
a suspicious package at 
Staysureafter the report 
of a suspicious phone call 
on Monday morning. 

A spokesperson for 
Northamptonshire 
Police said: “The build¬ 
ing was evacuated as a 
precautionary measure 
after Staysure staff put 
their own evacuation 


procedures in place.” 

Staff members stayed 
at a pub across the road, 
Britannia Inn, while the 
situation was bein 
assesed. 

Some stayed at the 
nearby Holiday 
Inn hotel. 

One office 
boss pur- 
chased 
around 30 
cups of coffee 
for his staff at 
the pub. 

The Britannia 
opened up two 
hours earlier than 
usual to accommodate 
the evacuated people. 

A member of staff at the 
Britannia said: “This is 
my busiest morning at 


the pub. We have opened 
early just for the office 
workers. 

“We don’t usually get 
this many people in on 
Monday mornings.” 

Police officers 
warned people 
in nearby 
buildings 
about the 
threat but 
said there 
was no need 
for them to 
be evacuated. 
Following a 
thorough investi¬ 
gation and a search 
of the premises, police 
established the call as a 
hoax and the building 
was reopened at about 
12.40pm. 



Simmonds slams call to erase PCCs 


The Police and Crime 
Commissioner for 
Northamptonshire has 
slammed Lord Stevens’ 
report which states PCCs 
should be abolished and 
replaced. 

A review by the ex-Met 
Police Commissioner Lord 
Stevens said PCCs, intro¬ 
duced in 2012, should be 
scrapped in 2016 and more 
power given to local council¬ 
lors and local authorities. 

However, PCC for 
Northamptonshire Adam 
Simmonds disagrees. 

Mr Simmonds said: “The 
report by Lord Stevens isn’t 
independent at all. It was 
commissioned by the Labour 
Party and launched by him 
alongside the party leader¬ 
ship. 



“It’s yet another review of 
the police by a retired 
policeman. For policing to 
genuinely reform, a fresh 
and broader perspective is 
required. A review led by 
victims of crime, engaging 
crime scientists and cover¬ 
ing the whole of community 
safety and criminal justice; 
now that would be worth¬ 


while. Yet another review by 
a retired policeman review¬ 
ing the police is much less 
so. 

“This review doesn’t give 
us anything new. The core 
arguments in terms of social 
justice and a broader civic 
role for the police are right, 
but they have been around 
for decades. So has recogni¬ 
tion of the fundamental 
importance of a locally-driv¬ 
en community policing 
model. The debates about 
governance, structure, 
standards and profession 
are likewise nothing new 
and this particular report 
sheds little fresh insight on 
any of them.

Killer brought to 
book by top cops

It was an old fashioned 
police investigation which 
snared quadruple murderer 
Anxiang Du, according to 
one of the leading detectives 
on the case. 

Speaking to the Herald, 
Detective Sergeant Lee 
McBride reflects on the hours 
of work that went into cap¬ 
turing the murderer who 
killed the Ding family at their 
home in Wootton on the day 
of the Royal Wedding. 

“We strove and we always 
had the determination, drive, 
ambition and professional¬ 
ism to capture Anxiang Du,” 
said Det Sgt Lee McBride. 

“That was always our 
objective - to locate and 
arrest Anxiang Du. 

The team endured many 
challenges as they scoured 
across the UK, Europe and 
Asia in their quest to find 
the busniessman, and had 
to work long hours. 

“It was challenging, I won’t 
lie to you,” he added. 

“There were times where we 
worked long hours to get 
sometimes very little reward. 

“The team worked magnifi¬ 
cently well. They were always 
up for the challenge. At short 
notice they came in on rest 
days and worked long hours 
to achieve the goals that we 
set them for that day - 
because it’s mine and Tom’s 
(Detective Chief Inspector 
Tom Davies) jobs to set clear 
goals and objectives for each 
day - working to a plan which

were in our three key areas, 
West Midlands, Manchester 
and London. Then encom¬ 
passing the UK, including 
Scotland, Ireland and Wales. 
And from there then moving 
forward it was then looking at 
Europe, China, and we then 
worked through that in a 
methodical way, bearing in 
mind that we work in a very 
close tight knit environment 
where we don’t want leave 
any stone unturned. 

“This is my job at the end of 
the day, I don’t need to be 
praised or thanked or any¬ 
thing else - what we do is a 


job and a service for the 
public out there and we felt 
we have achieved that by 
doing it. 

Asked if this was his big¬ 
gest ever investigation, he 
replied: “In terms of my 
hours, where we had to 
cover and everything else, 
yes it is. These are the 
enquiries that we get paid to 
do a job on, and ultimately, 
yes it’s probably the biggest 
investigation that we had, 
and I think in general it’s 
probably one of the bigggest 
jobs the force has had in I 
believe about 25 years, so it’s 
not the norm, it’s not the 
accepted, it is a safe place to 
live is Northamptonshire 
and we strive to make it safer 
by bringing offenders to jus¬ 
tice - that’s what our job is. So 
yes, large investigation, but 
one that we all strove to get 
the right result in. 

Speaking about the team at 
Northamptonshire Police, he 
said: “It was an old fashioned 
investigation where we had 
to explore hundreds and 
hundreds of hours of CCTV, 
we had to do scene examina¬ 
tions, we had to find a car, we 
had to find witnesses, we’ve 
had to deal with sightings of 
potential - and out of 400 odd 
clearly it wasnt him - but 
we’ve still got to work through 
them all. So if you think 
about all of those conflicting 
demands on us as an investi¬ 
gation team, I think we’ve 
done a fantastic job. I think 
my team are a credit to 
Northamptonshire Police 
and the British Police Force.”

Cliftonville Rd is used by the disa¬ 
bled with blue badges to park on 
the double yellow lines. 

This has been allowed and is 
often advised by hospital staff as 
they are aware that the hospital 
parking is inadequate. This has 
now been stopped by parking 
restrictions. The disabled are now 
being fined. 

Northampton Hospital tells me 
that this is being done by East 
Northamptonshire Council 
Highways Department. 

It is difficult to believe that any¬ 
thing so stupid is being done. I 
have phoned around to try to find 
out more and it appears that a bus 
hit a bollard situated on the cor¬ 
ner of Cliftonville road outside the 
Cliftonville entrance to the 
Hospital. 

The parked cars do of course 
make less room for a bus, but 
buses have been able to use this 
road so far so why this over reac¬ 
tion. Why not just stop parking 
for a couple of spaces at the corner 
where the bus needs to turn. 

This parking is absolutely essen¬ 
tial for many disabled patients to 
be able to reach the hospital. 

My husband and I both need 
many appointments at 
Northampton Hospital. My hus¬ 
band drops me off at the hospital 
door and then parks in 
Cliftonville Road. In several years 
we have only once found a disa¬ 
bled parking bay free outside the 


hospital entrance. I cannot walk 
the distance from Cliftonville Rd 
to the Hospital. My husband has 
difficulty doing so; he damaged 
his ankle on our last appointment 
struggling to do so. 

I have just contacted the hospi¬ 
tal department for non-emergen¬ 
cy hospital transport. They tell 
me that if you have a mobility car 
and a blue badge you do not qual¬ 
ify. Well we can drive to the hos¬ 
pital but we will not be able to get 
into it. Pals at Northampton 
Hospital tell me that the hospital 
have no plans to object to this.

and violence victims

Northamptonshire Police 
has launched a week of 
action to encourage victims 
of violence and sexual 
assault to come forward and 
report offences and get the 
help and specialist support 
they need. 

Throughout this week, the 
mobile police station will be 
at various locations across 
the county to encourage peo¬ 
ple to drop in for help and 
support or to report a crime. 

Representatives from part¬ 
ner agencies Serenity - the 
Sexual Assault Referral 
Centre - will be on hand to 
offer dedicated advice and 
assistance, along with 
Women’s Aid and the 
Northamptonshire Rape and 
Incest Crisis Centre. 

Staff from The Sunflower 
Centre will also be available 
to talk to anybody concerned 
about, or affected by, domes¬ 
tic abuse. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Steve Lingley from the Force’s 
Police Protecting Vulnerable 
Persons department said: 
“This week is extremely 



important and we realise the 
confidence it takes of a victim 
to contact us. 

“We know what it has taken 
for them to come forward in 
the first place as they could 
have been a victim of abuse 
for a number of years. 

“So it has taken a great deal 
of confidence for them to pick 
up the phone and talk to us. 

“They are very scared as 
they are worried about the 
implications to themselves 
and their children. 

“They may still have feel¬ 
ings for their partners and 
they want to know their chil¬ 
dren are protected. 

“They can contact us in a 


number of ways either by 
phone or by the force website. 

“When they call in we make 
an initial dynamic assess¬ 
ment. After that we work with 
them to assess the level of 
risk. It is about building the 
relationship with them. 

“Violence, rape and sexual 
assault have a massive impact 
on the victim and it is vital 
that they know where to find 
help and support. 

“I’d also like to reassure 
them that we will thoroughly 
investigate each and every 
offence and put all our efforts 
into ensuring justice is done. 

“Unfortunately this type of 
crime affects children too. 
Protecting and safeguarding 
children is vital and I urge 
anybody with concerns to 
come forward.” 

The mobile police station 
has already been out and 
about at various locations 
including Wellingborough, 
Corby and Northampton.

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 


The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Husband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

Loans on the table 
for faster broadband 


Northamptonshire County Council 
is offering secured loans to busi¬ 
nesses which could help provide 
broadband infrastructure in the 
county. 

The Superfast Northamptonshire 
Access to Finance initiative would 
help the council realise its ambition 
to provide total superfast coverage 
in the county by 2017. 

The initiative was developed in 
response to feedback from a county 
council survey, part of which asked 
industry what barriers to commer¬ 
cial investment they faced. 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez De Savage, 
county council cabinet member for 
economic growth and strategic 
infrastructure, said: “An enormous 
amount of work is going on to devel¬ 
op superfast broadband infrastruc¬ 
ture in the county, which is abso¬ 
lutely essential if we are going to be 


able to compete in the global digital 
economy 

“This particular initiative would 
secure a return on county council 
investment over a period of time 
and in doing so make public sector 
funding work in a smarter way. 

“We asked industry what barriers 
they faced in delivering infrastruc¬ 
ture and access to finance was one 
of the key factors.” 

This initiative involves the offer of 
secured loans on a commercial 
basis, which means that any loans 
would be secured and repayable 
with interest. Firms would go 
through a two-stage application 
process. 

The initiative would be offered on 
a competitive basis, with any appli¬ 
cations assessed against clear crite¬ 
ria which would ensure quality and 
reliability of broadband services. 

Suppliers would need to demon¬ 
strate viable business plans and be 
financially stable, while the tech¬ 
nology would need to be scalable, 


future-proofed, and provide some 
choice amongst commercial broad¬ 
band suppliers from which people 
could buy broadband services. 

A report will be presented to 
Cabinet in February for a decision 
on recommendations to progress to 
full applications. 

The areas in the county which are 
the focus for this next stage of the 
Superfast Northamptonshire pro¬ 
ject include parts of the town cen¬ 
tres of Northampton, Corby, 
Kettering and Wellingborough, 
parts of the Northampton Waterside 
Enterprise Zone, a number of busi¬ 
ness parks/industrial estates, and 
some rural and more remote areas 
in the county. All together this com¬ 
prises more than 33,000 premises. 

The Northamptonshire Next 
Generation Strategy sets out an 
approach to secure fibre-based 
broadband solutions in the remain¬ 
ing parts of the county between now 
and 2017, working with BT and the 
telecoms market to achieve this.

Carbon Credit scam leaves 
investors green behind gills

Earlier this month, it was 
reported that the UK 
Insolvency Service has closed 
nineteen firms during the 
last 15 months for fraudulent¬ 
ly selling carbon credits. 

More than 1,500 investors, 
many of them elderly, were 
subject to high pressure sales 
techniques and misleading 
statements about the returns 
from ‘investing’ in carbon 
credits. Collectively it cost 
them nearly £24 million or 
about £16,000 per person. 

As Daniel Perkin of Cave & 
Sons Investment Management 
explains, carbon credits were 
introduced to create a ‘price’ 
for carbon pollution and 
reduce what economists call 
negative externalities - social 
costs not accounted for in the 
final price of a good. Such 
credits can be bought by com¬ 
panies who have exceeded 
their carbon levels and sold by 
companies who have surplus 
credits. In effect, the ‘cost of 
pollution’ is internalised and 
accounted for on the balance 
sheet to encourage firms to 
reduce their carbon emis¬ 
sions. 

However, the problem is that 
the market isn’t that liquid 
and although the amounts 
purchased by the investors 
affected by this scam were sig¬ 
nificant, in reality, they were 
too small to attract demand 
from the major players in the 
market, which usually buy in 
bulk. Their investments were 
therefore effectively worthless 
and, in some cases, didn’t 


even exist. 

‘It is regrettable that these 
investors, perhaps keen on 
doing their bit for the environ¬ 
ment, have been cheated in 
this way and have seen their 
savings reduced to nothing’, 
explained Daniel, ‘This epi¬ 
sode highlights the impor¬ 
tance of fully understanding 
any investment that you make, 
but also who you are investing 
with’. 

Daniel suggested that for 
those investors keen on gain¬ 
ing exposure to socially 
responsible investments such 
as renewables, there are many 
alternatives to carbon credits. 

For example many renewa¬ 
ble energy companies are list¬ 
ed on the UK stockmarket. 
Investors can get exposure to 
such companies either direct¬ 
ly or indirectly through invest¬ 
ment trusts and unit trusts. In 
recent years, investors have 
also been able to buy retail 
bonds in renewable energy 
companies at attractive inter¬ 
est rates. 

Daniel was keen to point out 
that green investing isn’t just 
about renewable energy gen¬ 
eration either, as companies 
involved in energy infrastruc¬ 
ture, efficiency and technolo¬ 
gy provide further opportuni¬ 
ties for investors seeking to 
diversify their savings into 
greener investments. 

He was at pains to point out, 
however, that these forms of 
investment carry varying 
degrees of risk and that expert 
advice should be sought from 
a reputable firm before com¬ 
mitting to any form of invest¬ 
ment. 


Smart 
app is a 
big hit 

A smartphone app devised 
by the Univeristy of 
Northampton is up and 
running.

The challenge of this 
research was how to com¬ 
municate some of these 
ideas whilst at the same 
time providing visitors with 
an enjoyable experience.. 

Visitors navigate their way 
through the virtual space as 
they walk through the 
house, a process which has 
led to more active engage¬ 
ment as people link on¬ 
screen information with 
what they see around them. 

The app has already 
proved very popular, espe¬ 
cially with younger visitors 
to Canons Ashby

Make no mistake, the Volvo V60 D6 Plug-In Hybrid 
is a very impressive vehicle. How could a well- 
equipped and beautifully finished estate car that can 
crack six seconds to 60mph yet still average better 
than 60mpg when driven with no great regard to 
fuel economy be anything but? Volvo claims a purely 
electric range of up to 3 I miles and that means this 
car can deliver zero-emissions motoring for the 
75 per cent of Europeans who drive less than this 
distance. Range anxiety isn’t an issue because when 
the batteries are largely depleted you just move 
onto diesel power while reserving enough energy 
for another 12 miles on battery power. It rides very 
firmly. And it costs nearly £44,000. Should this ve¬ 
hicle fit your specific requirements, you’ll probably 
love it for its other-wordly abilities. For the rest of 
us, it’s merely a briefly diverting curiosity.

Saints have admitted that releas¬ 
ing George North to play for 
Wales on Saturday is against the 
Premiership’s policy - but the 
club has defended the clause in 
the Lions wing’s contract which 
will allow him to face Australia. 

North has a condition in his deal 
that means he can represent his 
country whenever he is selected 
but Premiership Rugby’s policy 
states that no non England players 
should be released outside of the 
International Rugby Board’s (IRB) 
international window. 

The Franklin’s Gardens outfit 
said that they had not broken any 
laws, rules or regulations amid 
reports that they could be facing a 
fine for allowing North to play. 

Other Welsh stars have returned 
to their clubs but the Saints 
argued that having North in their 
squad was good for the 
Premiership as a whole, and that 
the club wanted every player to 
have the ambition to wear their 
national shirt. 

They said that in order to secure 
the services of a player of North’s 
calibre, allowing him to represent 
Wales at all times needed to be 
part of the arrangement. 

A club statement said: “The 
Northampton Saints manage¬ 
ment has noted the media reports 
about a potential investigation of 
the club regarding George North 
and his playing for Wales outside 
the IRB window. 

“George is a world class player 
who in his short time at Franklin’s 
Gardens has brought a great deal 
of excitement and quality, not just 
to the Saints but to the Aviva 
Premiership as a competition. 

“When his signing was 
announced it was hailed in the 
media and by the league’s hierar¬ 
chy as a massive statement of 
intent by the club and a reflection 
of the competitive nature and 
high profile offered by the Aviva 

V___ 


Premiership. Every player asks for 
specific conditions to be included 
in their agreements. 

“This is not unusual in profes¬ 
sional sport. 

“In order to realise this rare 
opportunity of bringing a player 
like George to Franklin’s Gardens 
we agreed to allow him to repre¬ 
sent Wales if and when selected. 

“The Saints management wants 
to make it clear that our agree¬ 
ment with George has not contra¬ 
vened any laws, rules or regula¬ 
tions. 

“However when it was finalised 
the agreement included terms for 
his release to play international 
rugby which were outside 
Premiership Rugby board policy. 

“George is a young man who is 
proud to represent his country. 
Indeed the club’s management 
wants every player at the club to 
achieve the highest level they can, 
and wants every player to have the 
ambition to wear their respective 
national shirt. 

“The club is also committed to 
adding depth to the playing squad, 
and working with someone of 
George’s calibre has benefitted 
young, home-grown players like 
Jamie Elliott, Tom Collins and 
Howard Packman, all of whom 
have played first team rugby this 
season. 

“The Saints management has 
sought to build a squad that can 
compete in every tournament. 
This involves both establishing a 
strong production line of local tal¬ 
ent and bringing in world class 
players when available. 

“Sometimes this requires com¬ 
promise, and while we appreciate 
that we are outside Premiership 
Rugby board policy with this par¬ 
ticular agreement we also believe 
that having George as a 
Northampton Saints player has 
benefitted both the club and the 
league as a whole.” 

Saints Director of Rugby Jim 
Mallinder said he was unsure if 
the club would be hearing from

Premiership authorities when 
quizzed on the issue. 

“I’m not too sure but that [the 
club statement] is where we stand 
on it,” he said. 

“We’ve known this situation for a 
while and I hope George has a 
good game against Australia and I 
hope he’s on top form when he 
returns. 

“We’ve got too massive Heineken 
Cup games against Leinster, home 
and away, coming up, and those 
are the games where we need 
George North fit and raring to go. 

“What we want here is a balance 
between homegrown players and 
world class players. 


“The homegrown players can 
learn a lot from those senior play¬ 
ers. 

“We’ve got a perfect mix, some 
younger players have benefitted 
by playing games when George 
North was away. 

“For the very big games, if we 
want to win things, we need those 
world class players.” 

Twenty-one-year-old North has 
not appeared for the Saints since 
October 20. 

In contrast, Welsh prop Paul 
James returned to Bath this week, 
with James Hook and Luke 
Charteris returning to their 
French club side Perpignan.

Chesterfield fans may have been 
groaning but Aidy Boothroyd was 
delighted to see Northampton 
stand up to the League Two high¬ 
flyers and earn an unlikely point 
with a 0-0 draw on Tuesday night.

Northampton Saints could be set to lose 
England star Ben Foden for an extended 
period of time after the injured full-back 
was booked in to see a specialist. 

The 28-year-old travelled to Manchester 
yesterday afternoon for assessment on a 
knee problem after he hobbled out of 
Saturday’s 18-0 Premiership victory over 
Newcastle Falcons at Franklin’s Gardens. 

Foden is no stranger to injury woes hav¬ 
ing missed weeks of last season with an 
ankle issue and this time he has damaged 
the posterior cruciate ligament (PCL) in 
his knee. 

No time frame has yet been given on how 
long he faces out with Saints facing an 
anxious wait to hear the specialist’s opin¬ 
ion on the problem. 

Director of Rugby Jim Mallinder admit¬ 
ted that losing one of the club’s biggest 
names would be a blow with some key 
games coming up in both the Premiership 
and Heineken Cup. 

“We will miss Ben Foden without a 
doubt, he’s a class player for us,” said 
Mallinder. 

“He’s had a scan and he’s gone to see a 
specialist in Manchester. 

“He’s got a bit of damage in his PCL and 
we don’t know the extent of that. 

“It’s massively disappointing but you 
can’t dwell on it, that’s the nature of the 
business.” 

Mallinder said he was confident that he 
had the players to step into the breach. 

A youthful Saints line-up has so far per¬ 
formed superbly in the LV= Cup this sea¬ 
son and the strength in depth at the 


Gardens was further illustrated on Friday 
night when the Wanderers side won their 
A League semi-final, 39-30 against a 
strong visiting Harlequins outfit. 

“That is [injuries] why we have a strong 
squad,” said Mallinder. 

“That’s why we want to keep the players 
playing in the LV and the A League because 
we need a strong squad with players ready 
to come in. 

“We’re really disappointed about Ben 
but we’re prepared for it as we’ve got play¬ 
ers who can step in and hopefully step 
up.” 

Mallinder would not completely rule out 
the idea of adding to his squad to deal 
with absentees with Lions star Alex 
Corbisiero another star performer cur¬ 
rently on the injury list. 

The prop has a knee injury which 
required surgery and could not play a full- 
part in England’s Autumn international 
programme. 

“You can get injury dispensation to bring 
people in if players are going to be out for 
above 12 weeks and it looks like Alex will 
probably be in that area,” said Mallinder. 

“But we’re in no rush to do that, we’ve got 
some quality here. 

“It’s not something we’ll definitely rule 
out but at this stage we’re not looking to 
recruit players.” 

The Director of Rugby was particularly 
pleased with the Wanderers win which 
sets up an intriguing A-League final 
against Bath, on December 16 at Franklin’s 
Gardens. 

“It was a fantastic performance, and see¬ 
ing some of the first team lads supporting 
the younger players was a massive boost 
for the club,” he said. 
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
